It was announced in trade 


news nearly a year ago that the 
remnants of Curtis Publishing 
Co., including the title of the 
defunct Saturday Evening Post, 
had been sold to a group in In- 
dianapolis, Ind.—and that the 
famous old magazine would be 
revived as a 'quarterly. Then 
publication began, and only last 
week was I able to obtain a copy. 
And it wasn't the first issue 
either. 


The new Saturday Evening 


Post began with a Summer issue, 
then a Fall edition—and the one I 
got hold of was the third, or 
Winter edition. 


It's a fine Jxwk believe me: 1*1 


pages in the ohMtantf Pott ISF~ 
mat, and with all the old-time 
family flavor for which the 
original Post was famous before 
desperate 
men, fighting 


bankruptcy, 
plunged 
into 


typographical and content in- 
novations that brought on sure 
death. At one time the Post 
controlled one-third of all 
general magazine advertising in 
America. Its death was charged 
to the fact that television took 
away its advertising—but other 
publishers laid much of the 
blame to the heirs of the Curtis 
founder who continued to draw 
dividends even 
when 
the 


magazine's accumulated losses 
mounted to 60 million dollars. 


That is, the family man- 


agement used up the cash at 
a time when the publishing house 
needed to diversify. For in- 
stance, as I recall, the Post 
originated 28 per cent of all 
magazine fiction, and was in a 
prime position to dominate a 
large sector of television with its 
own producing units. Instead, the 
cash resources of the largest 
magazine in the world were 
frittered away in dividends. 


The new Post is identical to the 


old original except that it is 
datelined Indianapolis instead of 
Philadelphia. 


And judging from the ad- 


vertising volume in this, the 
third quarterly issue, it is on the 
way back to fame and fortune. I 
wish it well—even at $1 a copy.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Cuts 


in federal income taxes that 
take effect Jan. 1 will put more 
cash into the pockets of most 
Americans. 


Families with just one wage 


earner will benefit the most, 
but there's good news for al- 
most all taxpayers. 


Some of the decrease in fed- 


eral deductions from paychecks 
may be offset by higher state 
and local taxes. There's also an 
increase in the income lid for 
Social Security taxes, though 
the 5.2 per cent rate of deduc- 
tion probably will remain the 
same. 


The ceiling goes from $7,800 


this year to $9,000 in 1972, 
meaning deductions will contin- 
ue for a longer time next year. 


But the changes in federal 


tax exemptions and allowances 
should boost American spend- 
ing power to levels never seen 
before, according to Internal 
Revenue Service officials. 


A generous 92nd Congress 


has sped up the impact of tax- 
reform laws passed in 1969 and 
raised the standard exemption 
for individuals and their de- 
pendents from $675 in 1971 to 
$750 in 1972. That means the 


count on bi 


exemptions next year and 


so will take out a smaller 
chunk of each paycheck. 


Then there's the standard de- 


duction for taxpayers who 
choose to claim an estimate of 
items like medical expenses, 
moving costs and local and 
state taxes, rather than taking 
the trouble to figure them out 
item by item. 


Next year's standard deduc- 


tion will be 15 per cent or $2,- 
000, whichever is lower, cons- 
pared with 13 per cent or $1,500 
this year. 


Poor people also get a break. 


The government is in the third 
stage of an effort to lift the fed- 
eral tax burden from thei. 
backs. A special low-income 
standard deduction built into 
the tax tables goes up from $1,- 
050 in 1971 to $1,300 in 1972. 


IRS officials say there is a 


potential snag developing for 
married taxpayers with one 
wage earner in the house, be- 
cause of an attempt to find a 
more equitable tax rate for 
single persons. 


Generally 
speaking, tax- 


payers earning less than $30,000 
will benefit from the higher ex- 
emption rates an IRS official 
said. It all varies, of course 
with whether he is married, 
single, has children, or a varie- 
ty of sources of income.

Dollar Stronger in 
European Dealings 
Money Markets Close 


LONDON (AP) - The Eu- 


ropeans and the Japanese kept 
their foreign exchange markets 
closed today and watched the 
New York market for reaction 
to the world monetary shakeup. 


"Sanity will not return to the 


foreign exchange markets for 
at least a week and a half," 
said one London dealer. 


Many governments delayed 


setting new rates for their cur- 
rencies until they could gauge 
the effect of the dollar devalua- 
tion on world trade—and their 
own chances of benefiting or 
hurting from it. 


The monetary agreement in 


Washington this weekend gave 
European 
businessmen 
the 


green light for stepping up an 
export drive held back by 
months of uncertainty. While 
criticizing some parts of the 
package, they hailed removal 
of the 10 per cent U.S, import 
surcharge. 


Although Britain revalued the 


pound upward, the increase 
was not as much as Germany's 
and Japan's, and the British 
believed this gave them a 
chance to outsell these tough 
competitors. "Dollar Boost for 
Britain," one newspaper head- 
lined. 


However, all Europeans and 


the Japanese saw themselves 
at a trade disadvantage with 
the United States. The realign- 
ment of currencies should 
make U.S. goods an average 12 
per cent cheaper in foreign 
markets.

Defeat Brings Resignation 
of President of Pakistan

President Agha Mohammed 


Yahya Khan resigned today, 
and Zulfikar All Bhutto, West 
Pakistan's most powerful politi- 
cal leader, succeeded him as 
president and chief martial law 
administrator. 


Yahya Khan resigned be- 


cause of his army's defeat in 
the two-week war with India. 
His resignation ended 13 years 
of military rule in Pakistan, 
but the retention of martial law 
indicated that the army would 
continue to play a key role. 


Bhutto was sworn in shortly 


after he returned from the 
United States, where he had ar- 
gued Pakistan's case against 
India at the United Nations and 
conferred with President Nixon 
on Saturday. U.S. Ambassa&r 
Joseph S. Farland was in the 
large crowd that met him at 
the airport in Islamabad. 


Bhutto said Sunday it was 


premature to speak of the fu- 
ture of Sheik Mujibur Rahman, 
the political leader of Paki- 
stan's now independent eastern 


province of Bangla Desh, who 
is a prisoner of the Pakistani 
government. 


He told newsmen in Rome 


that President Nixon, at their 
meeting in Washington Satur- 
day, had reaffirmed U.S. sup- 
port for the principle of Paki- 
stan's sovereignty and unity. 


"Pakistan 
is 
one 
single 


thing," Bhutto said. "The na- 
tion's unity must be 
safe- 


guarded. India has forcefully 
occupied Pakistani 
territories 


and a lasting peace cannot be 
achieved if New Delhi fails to 
give back what it conquered 
with its tanks. We do not want 
to be involved in a war every 
five or ten years."

People's party is the largest in 
the National Assembly, with 82 
of the 138 seats allotted to West 
Pakistan. Sheik Mujib's Awami 
League won 167 seats, all in 
East Pakistan, and that gave it 
a majority in the assembly, but 
Yahya Khan canceled most of 
the Awami victories when he 
ordered his army to crush the 


league last March.

cents an ounce. In London, the 
price was fixed at $42.40, down 
35 cents from Friday.

NEW YORK (AP) - An al- 


most inevitable result of a lot 
of talk is a lot of confusion, and 
such is the current state of 
knowledge with regard to no- 
fault automobile insurance. 


Despite the talk, only one 


state has a plan in action. In 
Massachusetts, 
regardless 
of 


who is at fault in an accident, 
the insured's company makes 
the 
payments 
for 
liability 


claims up to $2000 out of court. 


But, 
while 
some 
states 


haven't even considered

fault, a dozen others have at 
least studied them and four-Il-

1. Statement: No-fault means

All current no- 
fault laws allow legal remedies 
if an insured is dissatisfied.

4. Statement: no-fault will put 


an end to suits for "pain and 
suffering." Reply: True and 
false. Suits are allowed but lim- 
ited to cases of serious injury 
or large dollar losses. Under 
the current system, it's the 
people with minor losses, not 
those with serious losses, who 
are benefitting.

The U.S. devaluation amounts 


to 7.89 per cent in relation to 
other currencies, such as the 
British pound, which are not 
being revalued; or 8.57 per cent 
in relation to gold. 


Some other countries in the 


Group of Ten are revaluing 
their currencies upward, mak- 
ing the change even more dra- 
matic. 


For example, the Japanese 


yen is being revalued upward 
16.88 per cent in relation to the 
newly devalued dollar and the 
German mark will undergo a 
13.57 per cent upward revalua- 
tion in relation to the devalued 
dollar.

CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP) 


— A new international commu- 
nications 
satellite 
whipped 


around the earth on a great el- 
liptical path today as a ground 
station prepared to send a sig- 
nal to lock it in a stationary or- 
bit above the Atlantic Ocean.

telsat 4 satellites was launched

350 to 22,300 miles high. 


Later today, a ground station

ATLANTA, Ga. (AP) - The 


sports world pays tribute today 
to Robert Tyre "Bobby" Jones, 
the golfing great who died Sat- 
urday at the age of 69. 


Private services were sched- 


uled this afternoon at Oakland 
Cemetery with the Rt. Rev. 
Msgr. John D. Stapleton, who 
baptized Jones as a Catholic 
three days before he died, offi- 
ciating. 


"It's a great loss to golf," 


said Doug Sanders. "There nev- 
er will be anyone to equal his 
accomplishments." 


Billy Casper said, "He had 


such a good life and accom- 
plished so many things that in 
passing through adversity he 
was a great inspiration to all 
who knew him." 


Jones died "peacefully in his 


sleep," according to doctors 
who had been treating him for 
the aneurism that was the im- 
mediate cause of death. 


He suffered from a painful 


back disease called spyringo 


. - myelia, which ended his golfing 


career in 1948. 


i 
Jones achieved golf's only 


Grand Slam in 1930, winning 
the U.S. Open, the U.S. Ama- 
teurs, the British Open and 
British Amateur. 


That feat "will live forever in 


the minds of golfers and sports- 
men everywhere," said Arnold 
Palmer. 


Ben Hogan said of Jones, 


"The man was sick so long and 
he fought it so successfully that 
I think we have finally dis- 
covered the secret to Jones' 
success—it was the strength of 
his mind." 


The Augusta National Golf 


Gub in east Georgia had made 
Jones "president in perpetu- 
ity." Jones was principally re- 
sponsible for establishing the 
club and its annual Masters 
Tournament.

Peace Corps 
Faces Sharp 
Reduction

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Peace Corps faces a one-third 
reduction in its volunteer force 
and possible cancellation of 
programs in 15 nations because 
of congressional action. 


In its last hour Friday, the 


Congress passed a continuing 
resolution that would give the 
Corps a budget of $72 million, 
$10 million below the adminis- 
tration request. 


The continuing resolution was 


necessary because the Senate 
did not act on the appropria- 
tions bill passed by the House. 
Both Houses passed an author- 
ization bill giving the corps 
$77.2 million, but the House ap- 
propriated only $68 million. 


The corps hopes that when 


Congress reconvenes Jan. 18, 
the Senate will approve the full 
$77.2 million, and that a confer- 
ence committee would accept 
that figure. It appears unlikely, 
however, that the House would 
approve the full amount. 


In the meantime, the corps 


must make decisions based on 
the $72 million appropriation in 
the continuing resolution, which 
expires Feb. 22. 


Affected by the low appro- 


priation are some 600 highly 
specialized 
volunteers 
who 


were to be sent overseas. One 
informed source said they now 
"will be disinvited and the 
countries will be told they are 
not coming." 


The volunteers included con- 


struction engineers and diesel 
mechanics who were to go to 
Africa for a road-building proj- 
ect, a forestry expert who also 
was to work in Africa and pub- 
lic administrators going to Lat- 
in America. 


Also, the corps will not ac- 


cept some 4,000 new trainees it 
expected to take on during the 
next six months.

money the corps receives when

ees, but it also may have to cut

to cope with the intricacies of 
modem double talk in a foreign 
language is almost impossible.

doctor nearby who spoke Eng- 
lish. A hurried consultation be- 
tween the desk clerk and the 
manager and a quick telephone 
call resulted in the announce- 
ment that just such a doctor 
would arrive two hours hence. 


Triumphant, I returned to the 


hotel room to reassure my hus- 
band, still unable to stand. 


Finally the doctor arrived, 


greeting 
us 
cordially—in 


French. 


After two rounds of hellos, I 


ventured a 
timid 
question: 


"Vous parlez Anglais, oui?"— 
You speak English don't you? 


"Non."—The 
answer 
was 


clear in any language. 


How the mixup occurred, no 


one knew, but the situation was 
getting desperate, so I agreed 
to translate for my non French- 
speaking husband. 


The only problem was: how 


do you explain where it hurts 


by 15 the number of countries 
in which it has programs. This 
would eliminate some 2,000 vol- 
unteers who could not be trans- 
ferred.

Then came another surprise. 


It seems that in France, par- 
ticularly in the country, there's 
something known as an in- 
firmarian—sort of like a vis- 
iting nurse. After about half an 
hour of explanations, we finally 
understood—the 
infirmarian 


would return for two days, 
morning and night, for further 
injections. 


True to the doctor's word, the 


infirmarian—a 
red-cheeked 


country woman of about 60—ar- 
rived promptly the next morn- 
ing, gave the injection with a 
no-nonsense air and promised 
to return. 


Two days later, my husband 


was walking—slowly and stiffly 
to be sure, but at least he was 
on his feet. 


During a stop in Paris later 


we recounted the tale to an 
English-speaking friend. "You 
should have called a veter- 
narian," he said in all serious- 
ness. "They're used to patients 
who can't talk." 


Nat'l Guard 
Falls to 
Low Level 
WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


strength of the Army National 
Guard has fallen to its lowest 
point in about six years, even 
as the guard is being assigned 
important new missions in the 
nation's contingency war plans. 


latest reports reaching the 


Pentagon from the 50 states in- 
dicate guard strength at the 
end of November had slipped to 
about 384,000 men. 


This is about 16,000 men be- 


low it's authorized manpower 
level of 400,000 and the smallest 
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number in guard ranks since 
1965 when young men began 
Hocking to the National Guard 
in preference to being drafted 
for the Vietnam war. 


The National Guard is mount- 


ing a major recruiting cam- 
paign, having trained several 
thousand new recruiters to "go 
out and beat the bushes" for 
recruits, as one official put it. 


But the steep decline in draft 


calls 
and 
Nixon 
adminis- 


tration's promises to try to end 
the draft in about 18 months is 
making it harder to attract 
young men into the guard. 


The difficulties come at a 


time when Secretary of Defense 
Melvin R. Laird has made it 
clear he expects the guard to 
fill a major front-line role in 
U.S. preparedness.

Butz Burst 
on Farm Scene

WASHINGTON (AP) - Agri- 


ciMUu-e Secretary Earl L, Butz 
has burst onto the 1972 political 
scene as the key downfield 
blocker in President Nixon's 
race through the farm belt. 


Charges that the adminis- 


tration is against small farmers 
and for huge, corporate inter- 
ests will be challenged with a 
bang.not a whimper. Butz, 62, 
says he's a fighter and likes to 
punch. 


Moreover, Butz said in an in- 


terview, he will stump the farm 
belt on behalf of Republican 
candidates "on our team" in 
1972. 


Butz said he expects 1972 to 


be a lively scrap for the hearts 
and votes of rural America. 


An example of the fray ahead 


was signalled last Friday by 
Sen. Edmund Muskie, D-Maine, 
who told a National Farmers 
Organization audience 
Nixon 


"has turned his back" on farm- 
ers. 


"Earl Butz stands for factory 


buying, which drives merchants 
out of business, small towns out 
of existence and families out of 
farming," Muskie told the NFO 
in Kansas City. 


Butz, who had read a copy of 


the Muskie speech, said such 
claims were "totally wrong" 
and that farmers would be the 
judges of Nixon policies. 


Butz says the opening gun of 


the 1972 political campaign in 
the farm belt was sounded dur- 
ing the stormy Senate debate 
over his nomination as succes- 
sor to Clifford M. Hardin, Nix- 
on's first secretary of agricul- 
ture. 


During 
the debate, 
which 


ended with Butz being narrowly 
approved by the Senate on Dec. 
2, the former Purdue Univer- 
sity economist was chastised 
for past connections with agri- 
cultural business firms. 


Butz said that while at Pur- 


due he worked with farmers of 
every size and stripe: large 
and small, poor and well-to-do. 


"And 
1 also worked with 


those 
concerns 
that 
supply 


farmers with products they use 
in production and that process 
and merchandise 
their prod- 


ucts," Butz added. 


There is concern about low 


corn prices following the record 
1971 crop, Butz admitted But 
prices of most livestock are on 
the upswing, dairymen are in 
good shape and 
there 
are 


"many bright spots" in agricul- 
ture.

The 
eight-member 
board 


takes up the cases in closed- 
door session with prisoners not 
on hand, but represented by 
lawyers. 


The votes by which decisions 


are made are never made pub- 
lic. 


Baker, who entered the Fed- 


eral Penitentiary at Lewisburg, 
Pa., 11 months ago, is eligible 
for 
parole 
from 
his one-to- 


three-years sentence on Jan. 13. 


He was convicted in 1967 of 


larceny, 
income-tax evasion, 


fraud and conspiracy as a re- 
sult of his dealings while Sen- 
ate secretary and a protege of 
former President 
Lyndon B. 


Johnson. Baker walked through 
the gates of I^ewisburg Jan. 14, 


1971, his appeals exhausted. 


Berrigan has been impris- 


oned in the Federal Correction- 
al Institute at Danbury, Conn., 
since August of 1970. 


He is serving a three-year 


sentence 
for 
destruction of 


draft records at Catonsville, 
Md., in 1968. 


In Berrigan's case, the board 


received new evidence to deter- 
mine whether a new hearing is 
justified.
